U.S.S.R. PEOPLE’S COURT 


Its justices, a great many of them women, 


dispense the Soviet law swiftly and sternly 
by CRAIG THOMPSON 


In the Soviet Union the court of first jurisdiction is called Na- 
rodny Sud, or People’s Court. This is where Soviet plaintiffs and 
defendants first face justice. The court administers both the crimi- 
nal and civil cod i j 


live. 

‘A few days ago I visited the district division of the \ 
ple’s Court for the Sverdlovsk area of Moscow. The building has 
two stories and an ornate de and was apparently once the pri- 
vate residence of a wealthy family. A broad marble staircase, car- 
peted by a worn scarlet runner, leads by easy flights to the second 
Wisori.At the hisdl of the stairs.ion.a Deown pedestal, ts, plaster 
head of Stalin who stares in stern reproval at all who climb toward 
him. 

There are six courts on this floor. I visited Court No. 3 which 
seemed to be the most crowded. It is a low-ceilinged room, some 1: 
feet square, dominated bya lithograph of the late President Kalinin, 
The three judges occupied chairs on each of which was carved the 
shield of the Russian Republic. The spectators stood six deep be- 
fore the judg 

The case in progress concerned a man who had been convicted of 
copies of the newspaper Red Star, worth about 12 rubles 
or approximately a dollar. The presiding judge was a huge man in a 
brown sweater under a suit jacket of coarse material which needed 
pressing, He had a rash on his jowls and had smeared it with whi 
salve. His associates were women, one white-haired with a deepl: 
lined face, the other a motherly-looking ash-blonde of about 
All three were very stern. The prisoner was by far the best-dr 
figure in the room. His blond hair had been freshly cut and his face 
newly shaved. There was a gasp from the spectators as the presid- 
ing judge read out the sentence: one year at hard labor. With a ges- 
ture of nonchalance the defendant slapped on his blue serge cap 
and followed the policeman who guarded him out of the court- 
room. He appeared much less stunned than the spectators. 

I next listened in on proceedings in Court No. 2. This was an oc- 
cupancy case, a civil aetion involving conflicting claims to a room 
or apartment. For at least two years these cases have constituted 
between 707% and 90% of all business in the People’s Courts and 
invariably the passions of the litigants are high. This case was no 
exception, Witnesses (they take no oaths in Soviet courts) jumped 
uninvited to theif feet to interrupt other witnesses with expostula- 
tions, denials or recriminations. This time the presiding judge was

THE FAMILY 
Sirs: 

‘The thought-provoking editorial on 
the Family (Lire, March 24) relates 
to a matter which, in many aspects, 
lies somewhat beyond the accepted 
scope of direct governmental influ- 
cence. Yet, as you say, governments can 
help to maintain the family system 
by removing—or attempt 
move—theeconomic instability which 
threatens it. In this respect I think 
that New Zealand has done much, for 
she has sought to create conditions 
conducive to health, well-being and 
freedom from economic uncertainties, 
and to develop a way of life in which 
family anxieties may be less burden- 
some. 

Some of the steps which already 
have been taken are: 

1. A universal family allowance of 
10 shillings, about $4 at present price 
levels, per week to mothers for each 
child under 16. 

2, Anational housing scheme which 
aims to provide comfortable homes at 
reasonable rentals to people in the 
middle and lower income groups. The 
state also provides low-interest loans 
to those who wish to build their own 
homes. 

+3. Asocial security scheme which in- 
cludes unemployment compensation, 
invalid benefits, and free medical and

MONEY FOR TRUTH 


$25 MILLION IS NOT TOO MUCH TO GIVE THE WORLD A FAIR PICTURE OF OUR AIMS AND POLICIES 


Theother day in Washingtona very competent 
observer of the national scene indulged himself 
in a little nonattributable speculation. “If the 
Russians were thinking of putting $250 million 
into Greece,” he said, “they would probably ad- 
vance $175 million, spend $25 million on prop- 
aganda and save $50 million.” There is litle 
question but that Congress will approve the 
$250 million appropriation for Greece. But the 
budget of the State Department's Office of In- 
ternational Information and Cultural Affairs 
(called OIC and meaning propaganda) is at pres- 
ent receiving the most threatening scrutiny 
from some economy-minded members of the 
House Appropriations Committee. That budget 
anticipates that during fiscal 1948 the govern- 
ment shall spend on informational activities in 


Greece an even $125,000. 
The OIC 


Formed a year ago last January in a drastical- 
ly slenderizing merger of OWI and the Office of 
the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs, the 
OIC has a staff of 3,000 at home and in the 67 
countries where the U.S. has missions. Each 
week it broadcasts 393 hours of news, music 
and feature programs to Europe, Latin America 
and the Orient. The programs originate from 36 
short-wave transmitters in the U.S., and four 
overseas relay stations are used. They are car- 
ried in 25 languages, including, recently, Rus- 
sian, Greck and Turkish are shortly to be added. 
These radio activities account for about half 
OIC’s budget. 

In addition the agency sends in Morse code a 
daily news bulletin to our embassies and lega- 
tions, some of which is turned over to local 
news services at the point of reception. The 
OIC maintains 67 informational libraries in 41 
countries, where exhibits of American books, 
art, photographs and documentary movies may 
also be seen. It assists in the international ex- 
change of teachers and students. The purpose 
of this large order of business is, according to 
presidential directive, “to see to it that other 
peoples receive a full and fair picture of Amer- 
ican life and of the aims and policies of the U.S. 
Government.” Or, in the words of George Mar- 
shall, “to cover the earth with truth.” 

‘The OIC was given $19 million to tackle the 
job in 1946, It wants million this year, most 
of the increase being attributable to universal 
rising costs. It also wants $10 million to build 
more relay transmitters and is interested in the 
$5 million interdepartmental request for advi- 
sory assistance to Latin America, as well as the 

anting of our $3 million dues to UNESCO. 

jut the $25 million operating budget is what 
has Assistant Secretary of State William Benton 
worried. For whereas it is the nature of a con- 
gressman to appropriate overnight $9 million 
to keep foot-and-mouth disease from crossing 
the Mexican border, he needs a great deal more 
than three times as much soul-searching to ap- 
propriate less than three times as much money 
toward creating goodwill (and combatting ill- 
will) for the U.S. in the rest of the world. 

The legitimate skeptic is entitled to three 
questions about our informational service as it 
is nowset up: 1) Does it duplicate the operations 
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of private agencies? 2) Does it compete with 
them? and, most important, 3) Is it effective? 
The American press, movies, radio and inter- 
national philanthropies have long carried the 
brunt of the burden of conveying the ideas, the 
image, the voice and the spirit of America to 
foreign peoples. But the very complexity of the 
ideas of a free press may often confuse rather 
than clarify American issues for that three 
quarters of mankind which habitually gets its 
news from its governmental horse’s mouth and 


attempt to 
convey any aspect of America besides glamour, 
and it is not interested in documentary films to 
any great extent. The major American broad- 
casters have no larger commercial interest in 
shortwave transmission and have recently sig- 
nified their willingness to let the government go 
it alone—with some industrial advice from the 
sidelines, As to philanthropies, the OIC serves 
only as a catalytic agent, when requested, be- 
tween them and their overseas operations. In 
other words OIC may be absolved of the charge 
of duplication. 

The only voices to be raised on the question 
of competition from the OIC came from the As- 
sociated Press and United Press last year. A.P. 
and U.P. withdrew their services from the agen- 
cy on the ostensible grounds that they did not 
wish to be associated with government propa- 

ndizing. (But there are exchange agreements 

etween A.P., U.P. and Tass, the Soviet news 
agency.) More understandable would be the press 
associations’ unwillingness to give news free to 
parts of the world which might buy their services. 
At any rate A.P. and U.P. are out, and OIC gets 
along with Hearst’s International News Service. 


How Effective? 


The question of OIC’s effectiveness is, of 
course, the paramount one, and one which calls 
for a certain amount of faith. There is no known 
poll which measures the fluctuations of a na- 
tion’s world reputation solely on the basis of its 
informational program. Queried last week about 
the performance of OIC in their areas, Lire cor- 
respondents split about even between verdicts 
of good and bad. In Japan, Korea and U.S.-occu- 
pied Germany the correspondents turned in 
low marks (noting, however, that wasted coun- 
tries make a poor seed ground for planting in- 
spirational goodwill). In India, Austria and the 
Balkans the OIC got full credit for bang-up ex- 
cellence. In New Delhi, where the Indians are 
now writing their first free constitution, the 
OIC library is filled with Assembly delegates 
studying American constitutional practice. This. 
fact may someday affect world history. 

‘The quality of OIC broadcasts has received a 
respectable over-all appraisal from an unexpect- 
ed source. Recently Representative Taber of 
New York, chairman of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee and the one who used to groan 
loudest over OWI’s appropriations, extensively 
sampled translations of the OIC product. “Not 
as good as Fulton Lewis,” was his reported ver- 
dict, “but better than Raymond Gram Swing.” 
Even so he is out to prune the agency’s budget, 
and it will take all the congressional friends the 


OIC can get to keep him from doing so. These 
friends wll have certain victories for the agency 
to point to, such as the occasion when Poland. 
banned the Byrnes Stuttgart speech until the 
OIC had pumped it into the country for three 
days by air. But mostly they will have to fall 
back on the argument that OIC has only been. 
in business a year, that it is too early to judge 
its accomplishments and that with Britain alone 
spending $40 million a year on its propaganda 
machineand the Russians, God knows how much 
more on theirs, we ought to have one too. 


A Problem in Promotion 


‘That is not too good an argument, for the pes- 
simist’s reply to the British appropriation might 
be, “And what has it gotten them?" The answer 
to that could well be that no amount of advertis- 
ing can sell a product across publicrejection, For 
in spite of Mr. Benton’sreluctanceasa former ad- 
man toconsider his function in advertising terms, 
propaganda is a promotional and selling job. 

As such its first necessity is a good product. 
The men at our short-wave mikes must have 
a picture to describe that is clear. Is it clear? 
Byrnes’s Stuttgart speech, the “Truman Doc- 
trine” and Secretary Marshall’s determination 
at Moscow certainly make it clearer than it was 
this time last year. The future performance of 
our informational activities should be all the 
more effective as a result. In any case, under 
whatever direction, called by whatever initials, 
and at whatever not unreasonable cost, it is a 
job that must be done and done well. Congress 
should appropriate the money. 

In hi ‘Brazel for the World, which Lire di- 
gested in its March 31 issue, James Burnham 
suggested that U.S. Propaganda could be, and 
would benefit by being, for the most part true, 
or close to the truth.” Such a proposal, in line 
with so much of Mr. Burnham’s thesis, tends 
to look upon the U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R. as two 
totalitarian powers already locked in mortal con- 
flict. The Burnham thesis and the extent to 
which Lire agrees and disagrees with it will be 
discussed at greater length on this page next 
week. Here let us remark that while Communist 
radio propaganda habitually refers to Mr. Tru- 
man as a “fascist imperialist,” the U.S. does not 
and will not demean itself by responding in 
kind. The war of ideas in which we are engaged 
with Russia is, among other things, a war be- 
tween truth and untruth, or at least between 
respect for truth and cynical manipulation 
of it. The case for OIC is simply this: when 
there is so much untruth around, the friends 
of truth are obliged to speak up.

ITH the possible exception of the 

screened tetrode, Henry Mor in is the 

healthiest development in radio in the 
last 20 years. Bumptious, derisive, brimming 
with jokes about the vulgarity of his medium, 
he is making a notable career out of biting the 
hand that feeds him. Morgan’s half-hour com- 
edy program, sponsored by Eversharp, Inc. 
and Broaden ednesday evenings at 10:30 
EST by ABC, is accorded by a sizable cult the 
kind of fanaticism Sinatra gets from the bobby- 
soxers. Although Morgan's audience is differ- 
ent, most of the members being fairly adult and 
wearing full-length hose, it is no less intense. 
One time when he announced his departure 
from the air for an extended period a woman 
telephoned the studio and tearfully begged him 
not to do it.

Tastes swell 
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but make no audible outery. They are now convinced that such du- 
bious tributes sell razors. Other sponsors have been more sensi- 
tive. The makers of Oh Henry candy reluctantly bade Morgan 
goodby after a series of broadcasts which they were unable to view 
in a complimentary light. During one session Morgan said, in the 
routine advertising tone, “Yes, Oh Henry is a meal in itself.” Then 
he added, “But you eat three meals of Oh Henrys and your teeth 
will fall out.” A program or two later, rising to greater heights. of 
admiration, he described some of the candy’s more compelling 
virtues for the young and wound up by saying, “Feed your chil- 
dren enough Oh Henrys and they'll get sick and die.” 

One of Morgan's sponsors, Life Savers, had a sufficient dosage 
after a single broadcast in which he attempted to demonstrate that 
the company was mulcting the public by drilling a large hole in the 
center of the confection. He in- 
dicated that he would soon ap- 
pear on the market with a sup- 
plementary product known as 
Morgan’s Mint Middles. As a 
supposedly straight announcer 
Morgan once lost a contract for 
one station by expanding on the 
slogan of Frank Dailey’s Mea- 
dowbrook, a New Jersey night- 
club. To the statement “only 45 
minutes from Times Square” 
headded, “If that’s where you're 
starting from, or if you have a 
motorcycle with a triple over- 
drive.” 

Morgan expended a lot of en- 
ergy organizing a school for doc 

tors who practice no medicine 
but just pose for the ads, He derives great satisfaction from readin 
such commercials as, “When better cars are made Buskirk wil 
make them. Buskirks are now rolling off the assembly line. As soon 
as we can keep them on the assembly line, we'll be able to make de- 
liveries.” Occasionally, however, he finds his material distasteful 
and advises his audience to switch over to something worth while. 
At one time, when he was on the air at 6:45 p.m., he suggested 
that his listeners turn to Lowell Thomas, For the next Eevee he 
tried to bring a portable radio into the studio and tune Thomas in 
for them but was prevented by an FCC ruling. 

Morgan’s affair with the late Jesse Adler, maker of Adler Eleva- 
tor Shoes, is one of the milestones of radio. For some reason the 
idea of elevator shoes struck Morgan as fascinating, and he dwelt 
on them at length. The horrendous potentialities of the then ob- 
scure 15-minute program he was helping support broke graduall 
upon Adler, a mild, guileless man. To begin with he found himself 
companionably referred to over the air as “Old Man Adler.” Then, 
tuning in with accelerating interest, he heard his commercials, 
upon which the firm had labored exhaustively, scrambled in rather 
curious ways. “An Adler Elevator Shoe is a meal in itself,” Morgan 
would announce, and ma’ ybe vary this with, ‘Wake up your liver 
bile with a pair of Adler Elevators.” Fre: ently he mea address 
the advertising more or less directly to the maker. “Old Man Ad- 
ler,” Morgan said on one occasion, “claims that Adler Elevators 
make you two inches taller the instant you put them of. That 
claim is correct—you can be two inches taller, if you're able to 
stand up in them. But what about the trousers, Adler? Do they 
stretch, too?” The inexhaustible variety of slurs that Morgan man- 
aged to level at elevator shoes had Adler fairly groggy for a while. 
There was a time toward the beginning, Adler admitted once, 
when he was about to fire Morgan and possibly sprinkle him with 
buckshot. But all sorts of people, many of them only slightly higher 
than a dachshund, turned up for the wonder shoes, saying, “Morgan 
sent me.” Adler was too good a businessman, in view of these con- 
ditions, to take umbrage over trifles, and besides, as he told him- 
self, the commercials seemed to be shaping up a little. Only that day 
Morgan had said, “If any of you men listening to me (always pre- 
suming, of course, that someone is listening to me) are of short or 
medium height and would like to be taller (as who wouldn’t except 
a 6-foot soldier in a 5-foot trench), here are two suggestions: 1) 
You can place a rope around your neck, throw the end of it over a 
convenient tree and pull away. In this way you can become as tall 
as you want to. . "The other way, and the one I recommend, is to 
change to Adler Elevator Shoes.” Adler regarded this plug as bor- 
dering on the rhapsodic, and he continued the program. Before 
long he was a thorough devotee of Morgan, on esthetic as well as 
commercial grounds, and was invited to make a guest appearance,

during which Morgan belabored him quite soundly. The maker of 
elevator shoes eventually had “Old Man Adler” engraved on his 
stationery and even made a little joke about Morgan. “I am looking 
for the nurse,” he told the press, “who dropped Henry on his head 
when he was a baby. She deserten a medal.” 

Morgan ‘is 32 years old. He is of medium height himself, though 
no elevator case, and inclined to be somewhat stocky. His face is 
round, his hair is brown and wavy, and his expression alternates 
between a kind of injured belligerence, as if a sponsor had just com- 
plained of a low blow, and satisfied but fleeting amusement, which 
generally follows one of his own jokes. His rapid-fire smiles are of- 
ten disconcerting to strangers, who during conversations find 
themselves facially lagging. Morgan has a quick mind and hops 
nimbly from one subject to another, like an indecisive sparrow in 
an unusually bushy tree. Sartorially he is a standout on the bright- 
est day, his clothing running mainly to jackets in arresting checks, 
and bow ties of weird and splashy design. 

Morgan has not always been so richly upholstered. Time was 
when he scarcely knew where his next microphone was coming 
from; his story, in fact, is solidly rooted in the tradition of the strug- 
gling artist. About his nativity he is likely to say, “I was born at an 
early age of mixed parents, man and woman.” More specifically he 
was born in 1915 in New York City, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
von Ost. His father was then a solicitor of accounts for the Harri- 
man bank and is presently an insurance salesman. Henry went to 
public grade school, where he was near the bottom of the scale it 
deportment, and then to the New York High School of Commerce, 
where he soon discovered that he and double-entry bookkeeping 
were incompatible. His father shifted him to the Harrisburg (Pa.) 
Academy, a prep school. The Academy management also found him 
ill-adapted to discipline. Once, directed to the headmaster’s study 
for a pep talk on mischief, he found that the headmaster had 
stepped out for a second but had left a dish of ice cream behind. 
Morgan ate the ice cream, left a nickel in the dish and returned to 
his quarters for a nap. He managed to graduate, however, and his 
mother thereupon introduced him to a friend in the radio business, 
through whom the boy got a job as page for the princely sum of 
$8 per week at station WMCA. He is remembered there today as 
the worst page in the history of the station, One authority, in 
fact, recently computed his worth to the company, at the very 
outside, as around $5.50. To begin with he talked all the time to 
the other pages, to the receptionist, to workmen and to various 
visiting strangers. Also, as guide, he was likely to steer a group 
of women sightseers into some place which was not included in 
the regular itinerary, like the men’s room, and leave them strand- 
ed. This byplay continued for four months, and then Morgan 
talked himself into a position as staff announcer at $18 a week. 
Seventeen years old, he was, he believes, the youngest announcer 
in radio. 

At first he did news broadcasting, then went on the night shift 
announcing dance bands and finally landed a newscasting job with

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one of the networks. He lasted a month before being fired for 
tardiness. At a Philadelphia station where he worked next he was 
fired for the same reason. Hearing about an announcing job in 
Duluth, Minn., he applied for it by mail and got it without an au- 
dition. 

Posterity may eventually tabulate Minnesota’s reactions to Mor- 
gan, but many details are presently lacking. In general the citizens 
were stunned, The cold, bracing, northwest air appeared to sharpen 
his imagination. His job was originally chief announcer and then 
program director, with a short daytime program of his own. This 
last feature was widely viewed as a unique contribution to Minne- 
sota culture. For awhile Morgan played uninterrupted recordings 
of sound effects, principally automobile crashes; then he inter- 
spersed them with a commentary, or lecture, of pure gibberish. He 
tg up several records of Chinese funeral music and played these, 
singing along with them, for a week or so. Now and then, perhaps 
in the interest of raising his Hooper rating to one, he played nor- 
mal, melodious recordings, but when they were Guislial Ws genes: 
ally tossed them over in the corner and broke them. Stirred by the 
shock which greeted these ventures, he took to the street for an 
“interviewing” program. It was known, inevitably, as the Man on 
the Street and it ran into difficulties from the start. The main trou- 
ble was that the weather was so cold Morgan could never find any- 
body on the street and he walked along interviewing himself. He be- 
came remarkably proficient at dialects, which is one of his strong 
points today. “Good morning, madam,” he would ery, “what briny 
you out on such a stinking day?” Then he and the fictitious lady 
would have a pleasant little chat and he would hail an imaginary 
farmer. On one occasion, he believes, he actually did get a store pro- 
prietor out on the sidewalk for 
a brief exchange. 

In a few months Morgan de- 
cided that Duluth wasaninfertile 
field for his operations, and he 
moved first to station WNAC 
in Boston and then to WOR in 
New York. Impressed by his re- 
lentless determination to make 
jokes, the studio officials gave 

im a 15-minute program on 
Saturday morning. “Do what 
ea please with it,” they told 

im, and he took them literally. 
His scripts, as a rule, were writ- 
AT AGE OF ONE, Henry Moi ten on the insides of empty 
‘rasfat,heavily dimpled, mischievous, ™atch folders and consisted of 

hasty, elliptical notations like 
“Need good 5¢ psychiatrist” and “Do fake soap opera.” One of his 
best jobs was done partly on his left cuff and partly on the back of 
a laundry ticket. When he got tired he played records, some of 
which made his musical interludes at Duluth seem as pallid as a 
string quartet. He found a number of recordings in Arabic, several 
in Hindu, a collection of Bantu tribal chants from Africa, a Polyne- 
sian selection which featured a circle of natives beating on gasoline 
tins with wooden blocks, a rain chant by American Indians, and 
others more exotic. The late Robert Benchley, who was a Morgan 
fan, sent him a recording which appears to have been made by a 
group of idiots humming in Spanish. At this early stage Morgan be- 
gan giving weather reports. ‘Snow, followed by little boys with 
sleds” was a favorite, and there were others: “Low pressure areas 
from Cape Hatteras to the base of the skull”; “high winds, followed 
by high skirts, followed by me.” 

Meet Mr. Morgan, as the program was called, became so popular 
that it was put on the Mutual network, expanded to three broad- 
casts a week and then to six, at 7:15 p.m., with the title changed to 
Here's Morgan. Various sponsors, who signed for spot commer- 
cials, came and went. He ridiculed them all. Many of them, like 
Jesse Adler and, currently, Eversharp, steeled themselves and ig- 
nored it; others raised assorted howls. Chateau Martin, for in- 
stance, called Morgan into a conference and asked him if he was 
telling people not to buy their product. “Why, no.” Morgan replied, 
“T'm just telling them it’s a geod wine, if they like wine.” He once 
remarked, in a friendly and confidential tone, that the beer in 
Greenwich Village wasn’t very good. He got dozens of indignant 
telephone calls from brewers, bartenders, truck drivers, drinkers 
and other interested persons. As many as possible of these calls he 
took during his program, putting them on the air. Another time 
Morgan advised his listeners to “drink iodine for a broken arm.” 
WOR’s program department reprimanded him crossly and the next 
day he made a half-retraction. “Evidently,” he said, in an uncon-

As Morgan warmed to his work he branched out from radio ad- 
vertising and burlesqued everything in sight, including most radio 
programs and their stars. He picked out the Mutual network, 
which employed him, for special attention. The network heads 
were horrified when he jumped on one of their pets, Confidentially 
Yours, in which that ambiguous blessing of recent years, a “news 
analyst,” oracularly presented the real facts behind the story be- 
hind the news, exclusive. Morgan’s parody was entitled Confiden- 
tially Mine and during it he let the audience in on some of his 
cret sources. One of them, he said, was “a fellow who looks and 
cts like a submarine—he comes up with all kinds of stuff.” Others 
included an agent who was disguised as a typewriter in the State 
Department and a man who lived in a closet in the White House. 
Morgan’s scoops were all along the same exciting lines: “What 
well-known statesman has come across with what for you know 
which head of what certain country!” Mutual began to get a little 
soured on Morgan. It was felt, among other things, that he was not 
properly deferential toward his bosses. Once when a Mutual vice 
ident walked unannounced into his studio Morgan eried out, 
"Who's that funny face just come in?” and refused to cor 
the program until the executive left. The comedian and his em- 
ployers were also in a constant wrangle over money. When he had 
talked his salary up to $350 a week, he asked for a raise to $600. 
This discrepancy was still in the discussion stage when, in January 
1943, he was called into the Army. Morgan’s announcement of 
his departure was cavalier in the extreme. Mutual first learned of 
it during his Jan, 25 broadcast, when he said, Oh, yeah, by the 
way, I got a card today ... Morgan goes to war.” He left WOR with 
a good deal of bad feeling all around. 

Morgan's war years were not very satisfactory, either to him or 
to the Army. The only fun he had, he recalls, was as a trainee in 
Florida when because of his voice he was made a platoon leader. 
He enjoyed marching his men down the Miami streets shouting 
commands in phony German, After two and a half years he was di 
charged—on Aug. 1, 1945. Mainly through the efforts of Adrian 
Samish, a vice president of the American Broadcasting Company, 
Morgan returned to station WJZ and ABC rather than WOR and 
Mutual. Samish, a man with an almost limitless capacity for Mor- 

an’s humor, persuaded his company that Henry was the funniest 
cllow on the air, not excepting Fred Allen, Bob Hope, Jack Benny 
and Gabriel Heatter, and the present 30-minute, Wednesday-night 
broadcast was set in motion.

OR The Henry Morgan Show the comedian today gets $6,500 a 

week, out of which he pays the musicians and actors and the two 
writers who help him prepare his weekly script. His own share funs 
to about $2,000, The network provides him with an office and has 
lately assigned to him a publicity man who has the man-sized task 
of keeping Morgan in the good graces of his sponsors, the public 
and the press. Interviewers have found Henry a difficult subject to 
pin down for serious information, A young lady correspondent, 
somewhat wide-eyed, once asked him about his hobbies. “Flying 
and tropical fish,” he replied. Delighted, she ventured, “What 
kind of tropical fish?” “The live ones,” Morgan told her and, when 
she began to look confused, he explained that he gave the dead 
ones to a mouse named Gabriel. 

Morgan humor has been likened, not very accurately, to that of 
practically every funny writer since Chaucer. The best authorities 
feel that it is not necessarily imitative, or even derivative, but that 
Morgan is mining an original vein. Morgan, who actually takes the 
role of funnyman quite seriously, believes that his comedy, as all 
good comedy should be, is drawn from human foibles. “I try to base 
it on what goes on in people’s minds,” he once said in a rare attempt 
ata definition. His scripts for Eversharp also include a good deal of 
nonsense that is often pretty funny without being based on much 
of anything. A monolog from a recent pean is perhaps typical of 
the current material: “This evening I would like you to consider 
the pocket, . . . The pocket led to the discovery of the pocket maga- 
zine—the Morgan Digest—the only pocket magazine that comes 
with a pocket. At the moment there are thousands of magazines— 
the big weeklies, such as the Saturday Evening Bath, the Woman’s 
Homely Companion, Look, Peek, Squint, the Homeless Ladies” 
Journal, Pick, Click, Eversharp—Schick, that is. Then there are 
the funny magazines like Foul Murder Comics, and the real funny 
one, Blood Bath... . Nobody has time to read them, so all the 
magazines are sent to my huge digesting plant in Stomach, Idaho.

On Tuesday and Wednesday he goes to his studio in Rockefeller 
Center to rehearse the program. The rehearsals are mostly relaxed 
and good-natured; Morgan clowns around some, ad-libs, encour- 
ages the other actors to ad-lib and throws out material with both 
hands, uttering such cries as “Stinks,” “Unfunny,” “Terrible” 
and “What could I have been thinking of?” With one curious ex- 
ception, he delivers his lines, both at rehearsals and on the air, 
with a kind of casual, defensive sarcasm. In dealing with material 
about children, Morgan, his friends think, comes closest to reveal- 
ing his innermost and carefully guarded self. Many parents have 
expressed mild concern ever the comedian’s radio messages to 
children. As a rule he asks the parents to step out of the room 
while he has a heart-to-heart talk with the tots. Then, perhaps, he 
will advise the children to run away from home and become smug- 
glers. “‘It’s exciting, it’s healthy, it’s a wonderful life,” he will say. 
“Get out now before it’s too late.” The few people who know Mor- 
gan well think this counsel may represent a subconscious struggle 
to escape the web of responsibilities that grows up around celeb- 
rities. They wonder if he is as happy with the impressive half- 
hour show as he was when he worked from the match folders, One 
or two well-wishers have expressed alarm lest he succumb to big- 
money advertising and settle into docile orthodoxy. As one of 
them recently said, “If this happens, what radio will need, of 
course, is a new Henry Morgan.” 
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AT HOME in their two-room hotel apartment, Morgan and wife Isobel, a for- 
mer actress, play gin rummy at a quarter of a cent a point. She usually wins.

Behind the high pie walls of Charlestat tha tempo of life 
seems hardly to have changed at all.

LADY 'TIPPLERS 


Suggestions are offered for

UITE aside from its merits as entertainment, Smash-Up 

constitutes an alarming sign of the times. This can be 

proved by comparing it with its 1909 counterpart, a novel 
called The Danger Mark, by Robert W. Chambers, whose heroine, 
Geraldine Seagrave, acquired a taste for stimulants by soaking 
Tumps of sugar in the syrup of brandied peaches which she stole 
from the dinner table and hid in a cologne bottle. Geraldine’s 
vicious habits of overindulgence led her eventually to sip a 
highball, whereupon she fainted. Her guardian summed up the 
situation in a nutshell, “It is a shameful thing that it should 
happen to any woman.” (Geraldine had overstepped the Danger 
Mark. 


"In the olden days lady tipplers were rare to start with, and 
what few there were at least tried to conceal their weakness, shut 
up in some attic and ignored by society. Of late, however, they 
have ventured into the broad daylight, and Smash-Up shows that 
everyone is now so inured to the spectacle of Madame or Made- 
moiselle lurching down the avenue for another quick one that 
her adventures en route can be regarded as a proper subject for 
romantic drama. 


What the spread of female alcoholism indicates, psychiatrists 
agree, is that modern women generally and U.S. women in par- 
ticular are emotionally upset, but as to what upsets them, all the 
doctors differ. One school says that women are miserable because, 
despite their advances in recent years, they have not yet achieved 
economic, intellectual and emotional parity with men. The other 
school says that women, while advancing, have been advancing 
in the wrong direction. According to this school their efforts to 
achieve parity of any sort have merely got them more mixed up 
than they were in the first place, and they should now go back to 
cooking, sweeping and attending to their children. 

Such division of expert opinion suggests that, whatever may 
be the cause of women’s difficulties, the cure will be long de- 
layed. Hence the immediate question is what, in the meantime, 
the milder cases can do to make themselves less of a burden to 
the rest of the population.

A GREAT BRITISH STATESMAN EXAMINES THE NEW U.S. FOREIGN POLICY 
AS HIS COUNTRY RETIRES FROM A WORLD ROLE AND AMERICA MOVES IN 


by WINSTON CHURCHILL 


At Fulton, Mo. on March 5, 1946, Winston Churchill warned against Russian expansion and asked for 
close Anglo-American cooperation. Now, following President Truman’s recent speech asserting 
U.S. responsibilities in the Mediterranean, Mr. Churchill again speaks to the American people. 
In this article he summarizes the events of the last 13 months and points a course to the future. 


the United States. I read over again last night what I then said. I was sur- 

prised that such mild, mellifluous, carefully shaped and guarded senti- 
ments should have caused so much commotion, not only in America and in 
my own country but elsewhere. In sum, all I said was that the United Na- 
tions organization was the supreme hope of the future; that the United 
States should take the lead in this; that they should not share the secrets of 
the atomic bomb till international progress had been made; that the “Fra- 
ternal Association” of the United States and the British Empire and Com- 
monwealth of Nations—the English-speaking world—should not only be 
maintained but developed; that they should share bases and have similar 
weapons, and that they should work for the ideals which they have in com- 
mon, in menace to none and for the safety of all. 

It is true that I said: 

“From Stettin in the Baltic to Trieste in the Adriatic an ‘Iron Curtain’ 
has descended across the Continent. Behind that line lie all the capitals of 
the ancient states of Central and Eastern Europe. Warsaw, Berlin, Prague, 
Vienna, Budapest, Belgrade, Bucharest and Sofia, all these famous cities 
and the populations around them lie in the Soviet sphere and all are sub- 
ject in one form or another, not only to Soviet influence but to a very high 
and increasing measure of control from Moscow. . . . Athens alone, with its 
immortal glories, is free to decide its future at an election under British, 
American and French observation.” 

Statements of this character are not seriously challenged in any part of 
the world today, outside the vast Communist or Communist-controlled re- 
gions. They have been endorsed by the overwhelming weight of American 
public opinion and, not less important, by the policy of the United States 
government. Not only has the Communist peril been recognized as the 
gravest that now overhangs the world, but a series of measures of a resolute 
character has been taken to resist further encroachments and expansion 
by the Russian Soviet State in Europe and in Asia. In Europe these meas- 
ures have hitherto been especially concerned with Germany, Austria and 
Hungary, and in Asia with Persia and China. Now, by the momentous dec- 
laration of President Truman, supported by the leading American states- 
men of both Democratic and Republican parties, they are focused directly 
upon the Eastern Mediterranean. The President has made it plain that vital 
American interests and duties exist in these waters and throughout the 
Middle East, and that the United States government will not suffer such 
interests to be molested or undermined, nor these duties flinched from or 


[' is barely a year since I spoke at Fulton at the desire of the President of 


neglected. Should Congress confirm the policy and action recommended by 
the President, a new situation will be created in the Mediterranean, full of 
hope for the future of the Middle East and also to the future peace of the 
world and the United Nations organization newly created to maintain it. 

Greece and Turkey are the two countries primarily affected. To consider 
Greece, I must look further back than a year ago, to the autumn and winter 
of 1944. During the war against Hitlerite Germany and the cruel subjuga- 
tion of Greece, Great Britain had given arms Saga help as we could 
spare to anyone who would kill a fiun. As preponderance first, and then 
victory, came to the great Allies, the liberation of the overrun and occupied 
countries became possible. When a people have been trampled down by the 
brutal Nazi boot for three or four years it is difficult for a foreigner to tell 
who it is they wish to rule their country, and under what forms of govern- 
ment. In such circumstances the custom and method of the English-speak- 
ing world would be for good or ill that they should have a vote about it, and 
that the ordinary humble, common people should put their crosses on the 
ballot paper in secrecy and without obstruction or intimidation. 

Conditions were established under the shield of Britain which rendered 
it possible for the Greeks to hold an election at which British, French and 
American observers, the latter numbering no fewer than 689, were present, 
and to which Soviet observers had been invited. The observing 
sion reported the election valid and fair. It was probably the only free 
tion that has ever taken place since ancient times in the Balkans. The Greek 
people were able to record their wish, All this we know now; but a year ago, 
the idea that “Athens alone with its immortal glories” should be free to 
decide its future at the polls was derided in many circles of Left-win, 
thought; and the Communists, of course, raised their dismal screech and 
caterwaul, But all the same, it was done. The only question that has arisen 

ince is whether the Greek State and Constitution resulting from this elec- 
n should be knocked about and probably overthrown by Soviet-inspired 
and Communist armed bands from outside, and subverted by criminal con- 
spiracy from within; and whether this process should be viewed as a mani- 
festation of Democracy. 

In his evidence before the House of Representatives Foreign Affairs 
Committee, Mr. Dean Acheson, the United States Acting Secretary of 
State, is reported to have testified on March 21, 1947 as follows: 

“A Communist-dominated government in Greece would 
be considered dangerous to United States security.” 
This is precisely the issue which broke upon us in Athens in December

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OCTOBER 1944. Liberated Greeks celebrated German rout in ceremonies be- 
fore Athens’ Acropolis, but soon they were fighting bitterly among themselves. 
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Athens, where a million people lived, and began a violent, murder- 
ous attack upon the police stations and other establishments of the 
newly arrived feeble, distracted, all-party government. The six 
Communist Ministers had done all they could by peaceful and con-

In the early days of December the Communist buccaneers made 
their bold bid to capture Athens and dominate or kill all who op- 
posed them. Most of the police stations tormed, their oceu- 
pants in many cases being killed to a man. The Communist bands, 
slaughtering all who stood in their path, had got within half a mile 

s of the center of government. At this moment, long-plotted, 
carefully timed, all the six Communist Ministers—one was a little 
late—withdrew from the government. They flung down their resig- 
nations, and ran like rats to join what they believed to be the vie- 
torious Communist mastery of Athens. 

Late one night at tl ime I drafted a telegram to our General 
Scobie, who had come into Athens with 3,000 men to help drive 
out the Germans, that he must no longer consider himself neutral 
between the Greek parties, but on the contrary, should sustain 
Premier Papandreou, and not hesitate to fire upon the Communist 
assailants. This order was sent at about 2 a.m. on the morning of 
Dec. 6. It was only just in time, The British troops, in small par- 
ties, advanced and fired upon the attacking Communists, who 
thought they had all in their grip but who fell back a little at this 
check and gave time for what was left of the Greek government to 
pull itself together. 

In those weeks when Athens was being saved in the nick of time, 
I was much scolded by what are considered Left-Wing Progressive 
organs and elements of opinion in articulate Allied countries. The

bad press I got in America. Besides this the attitude of the State 
Department sourly critical. A statement was issued by the new 
Secretary of State about British policy in Italy, which exceeded in 
acerbity anything ever said by the American government about the 
Soviet Union, with whom they had had so many differences and 
from whom they had received so many harsh communications. [ 
was depicted in many newspapers as a shocking jingo, Tory, Impe- 
rialist reactionary, striving to beat down the free, generous, demo- 
cratic impulsion of the Greek people. Even President Roosevelt, 
whom I had kept constantly informed about our Greek policy, re- 
mained silent under a series of personal protesting telegrams from 
me. When one has been in such close mental and moral relation- 
ship as I have been, and still aspire to be, with great tides of public 
opinion, in a brother nation, it is a shock to feel them flow all of 
a sudden in the opposite direction. 

At home there was a political stir. But the National Coalition 
was solid; and the War Cabinet had seen a lot of troubles overcome. 
No one swerved or failed. Mr. Bevin, Minister of Labor, with his 
characteristic faithfulness, and never afraid to tell the truth as he 
saw it to anyone, assuaged and dominated the Trade Union Con- 
ference which happened to be meeting, 

As the fighting in Athens developed, two or three British divi- 
sions moved gradually into the city. For 40 days of street fighting 
we battled for the life and soul of Athens. Ward by ward, district 
by district, almost house by house, the Communist intruders were 
driven back and finally out, with heavy losses. In their withdrawal, 
they murdered at least 20,000 men, women and children whom 
they did not like or who got in their way. But eventually, in spite 
of astorm of Left-Wing criticism, which, having a good conscience, 
I bore without vexation, the ¢ ity of Athens and the Greek nation 
were saved from becoming a Communist Totalitarian State. After

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much labor and exertion, they were even allowed a free vote about 
what kind of country they wanted to be, and what kind of govern- 
ment they wanted to have. Both at the elections and in the plebi- 
scite the Greeks yoted as I had always believed and predicted. 
There is no part of my work of the righteousness of which I am 
more profoundly convinced than the British conduct toward Greece 
in the winter of 1944 and 1945. And it is upon the foundation of 
this work that the United States is able to take its stand today. 

‘As Mr. Dean Acheson expresses it: 

“A Communist-dominated government in Greece would be con- 
sidered dangerous to United States security.” 

In all this Greek business, which searches curiously into the 
quarrels of modern intellectuals, I base myself upon two unim- 

eachable documents. The first is the report of the British Trade 
Union delegation headed by Sir Walter Citrine, now Lord Citrine, 
which visited Athens in January 1945 and saw, unearthed before 
them in their mass graves, the long rows of corpses of the victims 
butchered by the Communists as they were gradually driven back. 
They reported fully-and faithfully to Parliament, and their testi- 
mony was accepted by the British people. The second is the Greek 
General Election of March 1946, supervised by the American- 
Anglo-French Commission, and cited by President Truman in his 
recent message to Congress as a free and fair expression of Greek 
public opinion. All the talk and denunciation of British Imperial- 
ism in Greece was sheer nonsense. We had no special interest to 
serve, except the cause of Freedom; and many others are involved 
in that. We sought and seek nothing from Greece but to give her 
a fair chance of revival, and thus to do our duty to which we had 
pledged ourselves by long sentiment and alliance. 

I have thought it right to record these notes of the recent past, 
because nowadays people forget so quickly, and there is such a 
clatter going on, with something to startle or puzzle one every day, 
and also because there must be a background to every picture. The 
scene which we have to contemplate and try to measure at this 
moment is enormous. It comprises all the passions of mankind, all 
the policies and anxieties of the vibtoricus powers, and upon a cor- 
rect judgment of it depend the peace and future of mankind. 

Let us now pass from Greek episodes to the other and larger dy- 
namic questions raised by President Truman’s declaration of March 
12, 1947. This involves the decision of the United States to take a 
leading part, so far as it is necessary to world peace, in the Eastern 
Mediterranean, or what is commonly called the Middle East. 

Great Britain at the present time is not capable alone of main- 
taining stability in the Eastern Mediterranean basin. The decline 
of British power has been accompanied by the rise and expansion 
of Soviet Russia. The ambitions of this mighty Communist Empire 
and oligarchy go far beyond the dreams of Czarist days. The domi- 
nation of the whole of the Balkan peninsula by Communist rule, 
under Soviet guidance, and the conquest and probable incorpora- 
tion of Turkey are the two immediate objects of Russian desire. 
Beyond these stretch the Arab world and the Nile Valley. We have 
even had a request made publicly to the other great Allied Powers 
for the establishment of a Soviet Russian naval and air base in the 
Central Mediterranean at Tripoli or elsewhere. This is the exact 
reproduction of the Czarist appetite for Port Arthur 50 years ago. 
At the Potsdam meeting the Soviet leaders also put forward their 
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GOVERNMENT SENTRIES guard posts in north-central Greece where for 
more than a year Communist-led rebels have been waging guerrilla warfare. 
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demands, which they have since reiterated, for the military con- 
trol of the Dardanelles. It must be recognized that free and effec- 
tive access to the oceans and broad waters of the world is a natural 
claim for so vast a land power as the Soviet Union. I have myself 
always favored this aspiration. A very fair, far-reaching offer was 
made to Marshal Stalin by the British and United States Govern- 
aits. The Montreux Convention was to be re- 
was to be placed under exactly the same 
conditions as the Suez Canal, namely free passage for ships and 
wars! of all nations in peace and war. This treaty to which 
Russia and Turkey would both be parties was to be guaranteed by 
both Great Britain and the United States. But this remarkable as- 
surance was not enough. The demand was immediately made by 
Marshal Stalin for a Russian fortress inside the Straits which 
would of course dominate Constantinople, or for a similar base in 
Greece at Salonika or Dedeagatch. At ihe same time the American 
request, supported by Great Britain, that there should be free navi- 
gation throughout the Danube was obdurately refused. 

To set forth these desires as they have been propounded by the 
ns is not to suggest that the Soviet government would seek 
to enforce them by war or that they desire war. Their wish is for 
peace and Plenty. If there were no serious opposition, they would

The danger which at one time looked grave 
swiftly subsided. Both the British and Russian troops withdrew 
from Teheran in accordance with their Treaty obligations. The 
Persian government, after many strange transformations and by 
processes not easily comprehended by forei 
enough to overcome the Communist Administr: 
and has successfully reincorporated that provinc 
State. The Russian Soviets, whose forces were locally c 
ing, accommodated themselves to these events with praiseworthy 
restraint. This should give confidence to those who, like myself, 
believe that the Soviets, in the present condition of their own 
country and in the present groupings of the surviving great nations 
of the world, do not wish for war, but only for its fruits and for 
these only if they can be gathered without too much disturbance. 
T have always tried, agreeably with my own national duty, to 
move in understanding harmony with American thought. This has 
been proved several times in great moments by supreme events. On 
Greek affairs in 194445 I seemed to find myself out of step. But 
today it seems I was pursuing the exact policy which, little more 
than two years later, the United States 1 adopted with stron; 
conviction. This is to y intense faction. What has now 
been set forth by President Truman and the State Department is 
the vindication, not only of the British War Cabinet and what they 
did for Greece in 194445, but also of Mr. Attlee, Mr. Bevin and

cations, along the same well-thought-out lines. 

I understand and have never underrated the weighty arguments 
of former days in favor of American isolationism. If my father had 
been an American citizen instead of my mother, I should have 
hesitated a long time before getting mixed up with Europe and 
Asia and that sort of thing. Why, I should have asked myself, 
should my forebears have gone across the Atlantic Ocean in little 
ships with all the perils of wind and weather to make a new home in 
a vast, unexplored continent? Why should they have left class and 
feudal systems of society, or actual tyrannies which denied them 
religious freedom, to encounter the unknown? Why should they 
have struggled on through hard bleak generations cutting down the 
forests, cultivating the land, fighting the Red Indians, climbing 
over the mountains, wending across the prairies, driving their cov- 
ered wagons and presently their railways, to the misty and myste- 
rious Pacific, in order to find, create and consolidate “the land of 
the free and the home of the brave’’—why all this, if it was not to 
find self-expression in isolation? Why, then, | should have asked 
myself, have I got to go back to Europe and to Asia, just because 
they showed me maps of these continents when I was at school? 
Are not the oceans broad and have we not got one on each side of 
us? It would have taken me a lot to get over this. 

However there has been a lot, and it is needful to look around 
upon it all. The United States has become the most powerful force 
in the world, and at this same moment all the ancient nations and 
races of Europe and Asia, except only the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics and Great Britain and her Commonwealth, have been 
for the time being exhausted in the aftermath of their horrible 
struggles. More than that, the fundamental principles which have 
governed the growth of American democracy, are also challenged, 
not only in Europe and Asia, but in every country throughout the 
world. The doctrine that all men are created free and equal and are 
entitled to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness, is confronted 
bluntly and menacingly with the totalitarian conception that the 
State is all and the individual is a slave or a pawn. The remaining 
free, democratic countries are also preyed upon from within by a 
sect which has no national loyalties and obeys blindly the orders 
which it receives from the supreme Communist oligarchy in the 
Kremlin. This also raises new and far-reaching issues. 

It would seem to force thoughtful and patriotic Americans to 
ask themselves why millions of Americans should be taken from 
their homes and farms and businesses from which they get their 
living and rear their families, to go across the ocean every 25 years 
or so and shed their blood in wars, in the making of which they 
have had no say, in the preventing of which they have so far been 
no use. Why should the American people pour out its life and treas- 
ure generation after generation to try to pa things right across the 
oceans after they have watched them all go wrong? 


The U.S. must lead or fall 


Ts are the questions which I would have pondered over, and 
perhaps said something about, if I had been bornacitizen of the 
United States. But I should also have memories and comprehension 
of what had happened in the last 30 years or more. I should see this 
shattered, convulsive, quivering Europe as a source of great danger 
to me in my home state—which I might have been elected to repre- 
sent in Washington (you never know). When I reflected on the 
strength of the United States, its freedoms and its many virtues, all 
the toils, sacrifices, costs and burdens cast upon it, I might well have 
come to the conclusion that the United States has no choice but to 
lead or fall.,It is certainly not strange that American opinion should 
be greatly influenced by President Truman, General Marshall, Mr. 
Bernard Baruch, Senator Vandenberg, Governor Dewey and other 
champions of peace and progress in trying to nip evil in the bud, 
quench fire at its outbreak, and stop'pestilence by timely inoculation. 

And then there are other facts. There is this awful thing they 
call Science. It never will leave you alone—not even after conquer- 
ing the redskins and the forest and the | ome Facts, obnoxious 
and persistent, come reaching out their claws, upsetting the lives of 
homes from Boston to San Francisco, from Chicago to New Orleans. 
Detestable facts arising from muddle and disaster thousands of 
miles away, or from terrible discoveries and inventions, but facts 
none the less, that all can see and have lately felt. These are facts 
that must be mastered and controlled. And not only are there these 
ugly facts, there are the calls of duty inseparable from world-power 
and its responsibilities. I am not surprised that many Americans 
ask whether it would not be worthwhile. Would not it indeed be a 
measure of ordinary prudence, would it not also indeed be a high

T have now something to say about my own country. It would be 
erroneous for Americans to suppose that Great Britain has ceased 
to be a State and Nation of high and enduring power in the world, 
or that its people have no longer within them the slowly maturing 
qualities which have made their history famous, and reached their 
finest expression in 1940. It may be true that the British with- 
drawal from India and Burma, now in somber progress, marks the 
end of that mighty Empire and Mission in the East, which for two 
centuries had raised England to a world pinnacle, But it is after we 
have departed from these wide lands with their teeming and now 
convulsed populations that the ensuing tragedy will bring a better 
understanding, especially in the United States, of the part we have 
played and the work we have done. No doubt it is also true that 
under continuance of Socialist rule the British island could not 
support its dense population of forty-seven millions, and certainly 
not the standards of life to which they have long been accustomed, 
which compared so favorably before the wars with those of any 
other European country. 

What is not certain is that Socialist rule will continue. British 
democracy, working under free institutions, 
tions, appears superficially changeable. Who could compare the 
Britain of Munich with the Britain of Dunkerque? A casual observer 
from outside would find it hard to believe that we were the same 
race of people. Britain has of course been : 
the effort she made in the two Victorious world wars fought a 
German aggression. This is especially true of the last, in which we 
made in exertions from start to finish, The 
with which we fought that struggle has brought us at this moment 
to a point of exhaustion, ps) . physical, financial, eco- 
nomic, usually seen only in defeated countries, and not always in 
them. But this phase will pass. The British nation will rise again, if 
not to its former pre-eminence, at least in solid and lasting strength. 
As I said at Fulton: half a century from now, there will be at Jeast 
eighty millions of Britons spread about the Globe, united in defe 
of our traditions, our way of life, and of the world themes to which 
we and the United States have long been faithful. No importance 
need be attached to the discordant voices of the forty or fifty crypto 
Communists in the House of Comm They have their rights in a 
free assembly. But Britain and the British Commonwealth as a 
whole will welcome the establishment of American power in the 
Middle East and will give her potent aid by every means. Americans 
should not hesitate to march forward unswervingly upon the path 
to which Destiny has called them, guided by the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence, expressed so carefully and so preg- 
nantly in the balanced, well. shaped language of the 18th Century, 
by the founders of the greatest State in the world. All is there, 
nothing can be abandoned; nothing need be added, nothing should 
be denied. 

Let us then go forward together in all understanding and amity. 
Divided all may be destroyed piecemeal; united, in the World Or- 
ganization, we may save freedom, civilization and democracy—and 
perhaps even roll away the curse of war forever from mankind.

With a heard-growing contest and a banquet they celebrate 100 years of profitable cough-drop-making 


When a big U.S. candy company recently offered to buy out the small but 
famous Smith Brothers cough-drop business, which it considered a quaint 
relic of the past, it was startled to get a firm but polite answer: Smith Broth- 
ers was not for sale but would be delighted to buy out the candy company— 
for $5 million in cash. 

Such jaunty Yankee independence, reminiscent of an earlier, happier eco- 
nomic era, is typical of the flourishing little company (annual gross 
income: about $5,500,000) which has never left Smith hands nor the 
sprawling Hudson River Valley town of Poughkeepsie, N.Y., where 
it was founded 100 years ago. Still owned and operated by a pair 
of Smith brothers named William II and Robert (above), the 
company has no more seen fit to change the ingredients of its 
basic product (sugar, charcoal, anise, licorice, wintergreen, 
horehound and peppermint) than it has its price (5¢). 

The most famous Smith brothers, William and Andrew, 
became colloquially known as “Trade” and “Mark” from the 
respective position of those words under their bearded pictures 
on the box. To celebrate the company’s centennial last month, 
nearly every male employe had been trying hard to emulate the whisk- 
ers of the founders. After three itchy, embarrassing months of beard- 


tending (during which one man was mistaken for an escaped convict), all of 
them turned up at a big company party (p. 133) with the handsomest assortment 
of facial foliage Poughkeepsie had seen since the 19th Century. The party was 
almost a family affair, like the business itself. Almost a third of the factory 
employes have worked for Smiths for more than 20 years. None of them has 
ever bothered to join a union. Many can recall old “Trade” himself, a benevo- 
lent Scottish tyrant who liked to show his irritation by whistling loudly 
through his whiskers, kept all company records on the backs of old en- 
velopesand all company funds ina big, battered office safe, and poured 
his profits into Poughkeepsie churches, hospitals and parks. 

Today “Trade’s” grandsons, President William II and Vice 
President Robert, both millionaires, employ 221 men and wom- 
en, own a restaurant and a second factory in Indiana and are 
busily turning out Poughkeepsie’s second most famous product 
(its first is Vassar graduates) at the rate of two billion drops a 
year. But no longer is the black drop their chief concern. Since 
1922 35% of plant production has been menthol drops to com- 
pete with Luden’s, the Smith Brothers’ biggest rival.
